PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 7 
(UPI) — Steel sources 
said today that half of the 80-day 
period of operations proscribed 


The estimated time of opera- 
tions with recall of the 
first workers to build up heat in 
the furnaces and inspect facilities 
for damage follows: 

Two to three days—The first 
“hood iron” will be tapped from 
the blast furnaces which smelt 
iron ore in the first step of 
steel making. Coke oven opera- 
tions will be normal with coke 
moving to the blast furnaces and 
gas being generated for the heat- 
ing furnaces of the steelmaking 
and rolling departments. 


Three to four days—The first 
raw steel will be tapped from 
the open hearth furnaces. The 
steel must be cooled, removed 
from the ingot molds and then 
reheated to. proper tempera- 
tures. 
| One to two weeks—Rolling op- 
erations for reducing the block- 
| like ingots to slabs, billets and 
bars will gradually build up. 

Three weeks—Finishing opera- 


tions may reach 80 per cent of

Im 1927, the I.A.C.P. appointed 
a committee on U.C.R. and gave it the 
task of formulating a workable system 
of compiling and distributing nation- 
wide crime data. Funds for this pur- 
pose were donated by the Rockefeller 
Foundation. Col. Joseph A. Gerk, then 
chief of the St. Louis Police Depart- 
ment, was a member of the initial 
committee

law enforcement agencies throughout 
the United States. 

When the initial statistics were gath- 
ered in the early 1930s crimes were 
divided into two categories. The first 
category was tabbed as Part I crime. 
These were, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, crimes that the police would 
learn from the public. The other cate- 


‘gories were calléd Part II crimes, or 


those that would more likely to be dis- 
covered through the arrest of criminals. 

The committee included in Part I 
Index Crimes, murder, negligent and 
non-negligent manslaughter, rape, both 
forcible and statutory, robbery, aggra- 
vated assault, burglary and larceny, 
of both more than and less than $50, 
and auto theft. Unfortunately, these 
Part I crimes obtained the reputation 
of being the major crimes. It became 
evident through the years that the ma- 
jority of the crimes in this category 
were petty larcenies. 


As a result of misinterpretation of 
Ciass I and Class II crimes, many per- 
sons considered the larceny of a loaf 
of bread a major crime, while the 
narcotic peddler was regarded as a 
minor offender. 

Because of this widespread miscon- 
ception, it became obvious that the 
existing method of analysis would have 
to be modernized. In 1957, the FBI 
employed a committee of experts to 
make suggestions concerning the mod- 
ernization of U.C.R. They published 
the results of their study in late 1958. 
The St. Louis Metropolitan Police De- 
partment adopted, Jan. 1, 1959, the 
suggestions embodied in the revised 
Uniform Crime Reports. 

In the new system of compiling 
crime data, Part I-Part II crimes are 
abandoned. Now crimes are categor- 
ized as Index Crimes—still considered 


_as those crimes most likely to come 


to police attention through the reports 
of citizens—and “‘other crimes’”’ which 
police are most likely to discover 
through arrests. 


Index. Crimes include murder and 


~~ non-negligible homicide, forcible rape, 


robbery, aggravated assault, burglary, 
larceny of more than $50, and auto 
theft. The Index Crimes do not in- 


clude manslaughter by negligence, 
petty larceny and statutory rape. 
“Other crimes” are now the old Part 
II crimes, along with manslaughter by 
negligence, petty larceny and statutory 
rape. 

Crime statistics have proven to be 
invaluable tools for the administration 
of police departments. They do untold 
good aiding administrators in making 
assignments, pinpointing crimes as to 
when and where they are likely to 
occur, and giving the over-all crime 
picture of the community. 

The present Board of Police Com- 
missioners realizes the good features 
and value of well-kept statistical data. 
Before taking office in 1957, they re- 
quested that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation carefully go over local 
records and establish the honesty of 
the reporting system. 

However, along with the good, there 
is a feature of the statistics that is 
often misunderstood by police and the 
public. Many police officers errone- 
ously assume that honest crime re- 
porting makes them look bad. It can- 
| not be emphasized 
strongly enough 
that crime occur- 
rence has little or 
no reflection on 
the police force, 
but instead is the 
problem of the 
community. Popu- 
lation of the city 
and surrounding 
area; composition of the population by 
age, sex and race; economic and social 
and political conditions of the commu- 
nity and other conditions have to be 
considered. The attitude of the com- 
munity towards law enforcement, the 
policies of prosecutors and courts can- 
not be ignored. 

It has to be clearly stated. that it is 
impossible to try to compare crime 
in one area with crime in another area. 
No two communities will have the 
same problem. Also, there is no way 
of knowing whether the departments 
which are being compared maintain 
the same rigid standards of honesty in 
reporting their crimes to the central 
clearing house of information.
